When State Superintendent of Pris- 


ons Collins was here the week before 
last, with the state parole board, he 
had a long talk one night with Czol- 
gosz, President McKinley*s murderer. 
Supt. Collins spent several hours with 
the assassin in an endeavor to ascer- 
tain if Czolgosz's shooting of thy 
president was the result of a plot laid 
hy a band of anarchists, who had 
chosen Czolgosz as the instrument to 
execute the plot. 


Supt. Collins told Czolgosz he must 


fully rcali/.c he had to die, and said ha 
might bo able to help him should 
Czolgosz desire to avail himself of the 
opportunity to turn state's evidence 
as it were, in case be had acted as a 
result of a conspiracy of anarchists 
in killing the president. 


"You can't help me," said Czolgosz. 


"No one can help me." 


This was the substance of Czol- 


gosz's replies to Supt. Collins' re- 
peated efforts to have him unbosom 
himselt. 
Czolgosz re!used to admit 


any acquaintanceship with prominent 
anarchists, and the only time he ap- 
parently showed any interest' in his 
talk 
with the superintendcnt"~'was 


when the latter remarked: 


"Emma Goldinau says she gave you 


some money once." 


"Did she say that?" said Czolgosz. 
"Yes, she says she gave you twen- 


ty-five cents." 


"Well, 
she 
never did," replied 


Czolgosz. 


"Why did you kill the president?" 


Czolgosz was asked. 


"Well. I got tired of his going 


around talking about prosperity. 
I 


didn't see any of it. I couldn't get a 
job." 


"Did you ever ask the president for 


work ?" 


"Yes, I saw him at Canton and 


asked him for a job, but he told me he 
could do nothing for me." 


"Did 
you ask any one else for a 


job?" 


"Yes, I asked several people, but I 


could not get anything to do." 


"Why did you not kill the others 


who had refused to aid you?" 


"I don't know." 
Czolgosz related to tho superin- 


tendent the hard times he had had to 
get along, remarking that his mother 
had died when he was young, and his 
father had married a second time. 
He said the stepmother's treatment 
of the children was such as to gradu- 
ally drive them away from home; 
after she came there they were com- 
pelled to go out and earn their daily 
food, and when they brought their 
meat and potatoes into the house they 
had to cook them themselves or go 
without food. 


It has been stated that Czolgosz 


had read several books from the 
prison library. This is not true, as he 
can neither read nor write. He told 
Supt. Collins he had never attended a 
public or parish school of any denomi- 
nation. Supt. Collins asked him if 
he did not desire to sec a clergyman, 
during his last few days on earth, and 
he replied: 


"No, whaf.'M tho 
IIHC ? 
It doesn't 


mean anything to me. No one can do 
anything for me, or help me in any 
way."

An IJllnoi* Tree That !!«• Six Ce«- 


tnriea D«liliia It. 


Few people are aware that Gross 


Point, III., has probably the largest tree 
in the United States witli the excftpcio'n 
o£ the redwoods of California. 
It is an 


historical tree as well as a sylvan giant, 
and, while other states point witli pride 
to their Washington elms asd Eliot oaks, 
Illinois can go th»>ra ooe better by not 
ouiy showing her Black Hawk tree, but 
at the same time have the satisfaction 
of a tree ot luxuriant and 
graceful 


growth and of unusual proportions. 
, The tree is situated in the center of a 
fidl-.l located about two aud a half miles 
west of tbe town of Gross Point. 


The big tree is'a poplar aud has been 


estimated hy an English forester who 
visited it several years ago to be over 
COO years old. 
It is over 130 feet in 


height and would reach to the tenth story 
of a modern skyscraper. 
The great 


spread to the lower part of the trunk is 
probably what has kept the tree stand- 
ing. At a distance of three feet from the 
ground it has a circumference of thirty- 
two feet, which Incloses a chamber that 
has been the scene of Indian councils, 
robbers' dens anS family gatherings of 
boars aud other animals. 


The-1 opening is 4 feet 8 inches wide by 


8 feet 0 inches high and this leads into 
a small floor 2 feet 10 inches by 11 feet 
0 inches. 


From a point about twenty feet above 


the ground the trunk runs up symmet- 
rically with a diameter of about live feel 
to a distance ot nearly seventy feet, 
to where the first limb branches from the 
main trr.nk. Only one limb has fallen in 
forty years, and the wood from it sup- 
plied the farmer with sufficient firewood 
for the winter. 


lu 1832 forest fires raged over the sec- 


tion of the country where the tree stands, 
denuding larw areas of valuable timber, 
and thu pioscrvatiou of the Black Hawk 
led tho Indians to believe that it was 
under the protection of the Great Spirit, 
and hence it was looked upon as "me- 
cine'" and became- the Mecca of the uiedi- 
ciuo men of the various tribes that roam- 
ed the country. 


The belief that pieces of the bark pos- 


sessed special virtues is still maintained 
by .many of the country maidens of tho 
vicinity who seek to obtain or t > hold 
the1, admhation of the rustic swains by 
carrying fragments of tiie old tree about 
w ith them. 


During t!»^ latter part of Iho twenties 


Silvester P.eckwith and his mine, Nelson 
Napor. wore wrecked at Gleneoe, then 
calli'd by tho iiei^hborinK (Hermans Ew ige 
Qua I. or everlasting punishment. 


1'eokwith settloel at Nilcs, then known 


as Dutchman's I'oint. and Napor started 
a .scttlcm.cnt which became the town of 
Naporville. 
This .settlement was the 


see1!1.!.' of sonic of the worst depredations 
committed by the Sacs during the Black 
Hawk war.

CHILDREN'S CLOTHING. 


Hovr Joneph Mario Jacquard Fonjjht 


Poverty, Slcltuens, Sorrow and Re- 
veries and Finally Won the Battle 
of HI* Buny Life. 
Joseph. Marie Jacquard will always he 


regarded as one of the foremost inventors 
in the textile world and his loom as one 
of the most brilliant of industrial inven- 
tions. Few hare ever accomplished such 
a revolution in industry, and still fewer 
have by so doing alleviated the sufferings 
and improved the condition, of their fel- 
low laborers to the extent realized by 
Jacquard. 
Jacquard was in the full 


sense of the word a self made man of 
the.people, and it is this fact that makes 
the study of his life particularly inter- 
esting to an American. 


Born in Lyons July 7, 1752, sbn of a 


silk weaver, he assisted his fathes at the 
loom from his earliest years, acting as a 
"draw boy," as those workmen were 
termed who pulled the strings by which 
means the warp was manipulated on the 
old iooms so as to weave figured goods. 
Here he became familiar with all the 
woes of the "draw boy's" life, and so 
deeply did they impress themselves on 
his mind that the desire to do away with 
this drudgery continued to bo his leading 
thought throughout life. The boy's health 
gave way at the loom, so he was ap- 
prenticed to a bookbinder and later to a 
type founder. 
But the demon of inven- 


tive genius had already seized upon him, 
and he spent most of his time in tinkering 
and was regarded as hopelessly lazy by 
those around him. 


When Jacquard was twenty years of 


age, his father died, leaving him a small 
patrimony, with which the young man 
began weaving brocades on his own ac- 
count and soon after married. 
But he 


devoted most of his time to tinkering 
around on his looms, and this, with his 
inexperience, brought about his business 
failure within a few years. 


Silk industry being at a low tide, young 


Jacquard had to accept work in a lime- 
kiln, while his wife found employment in 
pinking straw hats. 


In 1790 the idea of a loom that would 


do away with the "draw boys" assumed 
definite shapo in Jacqunrd's mind, but 
his extreme poverty rendered it impossi- 
ble tor him to construct a model at that 
time. However, he did not despair, and 
a copy of "Poor Richard's Almanac," 
which came into his hands about this 
time, encouraged him all the more to per- 
severe and to try to triumph in spite of 
his poverty. 


Domestic afflictions now overwhelmed 


him. Having enlisted in the army for tho 
national defense with his young son, he 
saw the hitter fall at his bide in an en- 
gagement on the Kbine. 
Returning to 


Lyons Jacqnard anivcd just in time to 
be ;it tlie deathbed of bis wife. 


lie was eniploji'd as day laborer in n 


factory and devoted hih evenings with 
gieat zeal to llie modeling oC his favorite 
idea. Mo&t of the \\ork was clone \\ith a 
jaoliknife. In 1300 his loom Mas finished. 
A model sent to tho industrial exposition 
in 1801 brought him a bronze medal and 
a call to Paris to repair the looms tit tho 
Conservatoire do 
1* Arts et Metiers at 


a salary of 11,000 francs per annum. 
VVhile there he saw the loom with which 
Yuncniuw bad \aiul> tried to suhe tlu; 
question \.hieli occupied J;u<|iiaiil, nnd 
from this loom our inventor gained some 
new ideas, lie returned to Lyons and 
after two years' faithful work succeeded 
in bringing forth ;i luom which effectively 
solved the difficulty nnd enabled a single 
weaver to weave figured goods. The gov- 
einment at once granted him a pension 
of 3,000 francs and a royalty of 50 francs 
per loom. 


To understand exactly tho value of 


this invention it must be borne iu mind 
that up to this time the weaving of fig- 
ured goods required from five to ten 
workmen to each loom, most of them be- 
ing employed in pulling tho strings, by 
which means the warp was opened for 
the passage of tho shuttle. A string bad 
to be drawn for every passage of the1 
shuttle. Thus tho "draw boys" hnd to 
work rapidly. The pulling was hoitvy, 
necessitating a strained position and re- 
quiring the most painful exactness, as a 
single mistake would mar the figure. For 
this clumsy apparatus of strings and 
pedals, requiring the attention of a num- 
ber of workmen. Jacquard substituted .1 
contrivance as simple as ingenious, en- 
abling a single workman to execute the 
most complex patterns as easily as plain 
goods. Not only were tho "draw boys" 
dispensed with, but the goods were mad*' 
with a finish and exactness which before 
were not even dreamed of. 


However, in spite of Jacqunrd's com- 


plete success, his loom was neither gen- 
erally taken up by manufacturers at once 
nor tho invention bailed with delight by 
the weavers. 
Kvery new loom throw 


four or more workmen out of work. Kvon' 
the "draw boys" preferred a life of tor- 
ture and deformity to starvation. 
Jac- 


quard was publicly assaulted by his en- 
rnged fellow workmen and almost pre- 
cipitated into the Rhone. Even tho con- 
seil des prud'homrmss at one time or- 
dered the destruction of the new loom to

WIRED OYSTERS. 


Should Be of the HlBht 'Mnierlnl and 


Correctly Mnclo. 


An English surgeon calls attention to 


the pre.'it discomfort or actual injury 
caused by ill fitting garments worn !>y a 
growing child. Clothing for jounir chil- 
liien is UMially made in lanre <|tnm1ities 
tit a time. All the gormcnis ot the lot 
are flit lifter :i fixed piittci n. the dilTcicnt 
pnrts lieinj; placed together ni]'idl\ and 
Stitched liy machine, all at the leaM pos- 
sible cost. 


The clothes are usunlly graded accord- 


ing to age instead of by M:'.C, :md so a 
child who is laixcr or smaller than the 
overage for his years gets a misfit. lint 
even thoM- whose siy.e and age agree an 
Often no belter off. 


The parent inny notice th:>t the »hild 


stoops and (,innot lie made to carry I'sc'f 
erect. Some one, perhaps the famih phy- 
sician, maj suggest that I he frock is not 
loose enough, but the mother demon- 
strates to her own satisfaction that it is 
by gathering up folds of the garment in 
her baml or by running her hand under it. 


But if the frock is removed and meas- 


ured front and back it will be noticed 
that the measurements over the chest and 
the hack aie the same. In oilier word", 
the armhnlcs are directly in the center. 
ll the child's iirnis were also directIv in 
the center, the shirt or blouse would lie 
an excellent tit, hnt the < hild'.- aiiiiUuny 
is not so ordered, nature having intended 
that its chest should bulge out to make 
room for the lungs, while (lie back should 
he flat and more or less rigid. 


The effect of this wrongly made gar- 


ment is that the shoulders are constantly 
drawn forward, and so the expansion of 
the chest nnd the play of the lungs a:o 
restricted, and then insult is ndded to in- 
jury, the poor tiiiilgfit being scolded for 
not sitting up straight. 


It" tho fault is not remedied early, espe- 


cially in I ho case of a girl whn is not in- 
clined to be a romp nnd a tomboy (and 
we may wish for their own physical pood 
that all growing girls were lomboysi, the 
deformed position becomes permanent. 


One result of this forced stoop is t h a t 


proper breathing becomes impossible, and 
consequently the health is not so good as 
it should be. 


A body garment should always be 


much fuller in front than in the back. In 
the case of a young child this will pre- 
vent the slightest traction on the tender 
flnd easily molded shoulders; in the case 
Of an older child who begins to care how 
he or she looks it w i l l force the weaier to 
stand nml sit erect, w i t h shoulders back. 
01 else to suffer the mortification of wear- 
ing wretdiediy fiuing clothes.—Youth's 
Companion.

vania railroad from Wilmington, its chief 
importance was as an entrepot for lish 
anil oysters-, potatoes, snge ami other 
garden truck. 


"Hnt to me the most remarkable busi- 


ness was the oyster wiring establishment. 
The harbor, as it is called, was one of 
I'ncU; Ham's pnnhu ts. The federal gov- 
ernment hail completed nature's work, 
and by dredging had made an inlet for 
decent sized !»>»(<. 
The 
w i l i n g place 


was along this inlet. 


"Oyster boats would come in and slnncl 


their loads into barges alongside the 
wharf. 
The oystcis would be ghcn a 


good feed of sea water in the baskets 
nnd then would be taken up in barges tu 
the wiring establishment. 


"When the wiring business was lirst 


stalled tin- woik was done entirely b> 
band. 
A wire would be wound nroiind 


the ojster and then tightened and fasten- 
ed w i t h a pair of pincers. Hnt Ameucan 
Ingenuity was quii k to respond to tin 
1 


need, and when I was in Cape Charles 
they had machines which did the wuiir,'. 
tightening and cutting of the wne. 
In 


tact all the handler of the o.\stcr had to 
do w.is tii put the o\s(er w i t h i n the w i l e 
and the machine did the rest. 


"An oyster thus wired was piaeticalh 


hennctic,ill> sealed—but with a stomach

"The ncM Mop was to place the wired 


oyster mouth iipuaul m barrels and so 
tightly wedgeil in t h a t Ihcie would be no 
displacement. They were then leady foi 
their long jouincj. 


"The oloso'n packed barrels were tup- 


ped b\ mil to S.in Francis! o and there 
they were iinwiicd and dumped

with sea water and a liberal sprinkling 
of cornmenl.

The Method* I'aed In That City to 


Protebt Itn 'Purity. 


"I wag talking to a man from Leipsic 


recently about the system of. milk inspec- 
tion in that city," said a well known New 
Orleans specialist, ''and I atn convinced 
that they have the best system in tho 
world, and in my judgment American 
cities would do well to copy it. 
They 


unquestionably succeed in getting '• pure 
milk, and there does not seem to be much 
chance for spreading disease in this way. 


"In Leipsic they are very careful. 
Sta- 


bles • must be kept clean. 
The person 


who keeps cows must be experienced in 
the business. They are particularly care- 
ful 'about the cows that give milk used 
in feeding children. 
In order that no 


mistake be made the rules governing tho 
dairy business require the cows to be 
.branded. 
The rules provide for ivn in- 


jection of tuberculosis lymph, and the 
cows must be healthy and must show no 
reaction ufter tho injection. This injec- 
tion takes place before the cow is placed 
in the stable. If a cow should happen to 
get sick, the fact must be immediately re- 
ported, nnd the veterinary surgeon who 
lias charge of this matter reports tbe 
wise to the council. The sick cow is gon 
erally isolated. This matter, however, is 
discretionary with the surgeon who su- 
perintends tho business. The veterinary 
surgeon has such complete supervision 
of these mutters that he can even pass 
ou th<- food given to the cows and can re- 
ject any part or all of it it' he pleases. 


"But there if another point. The per- 


son who does tbe milking must furnish 
a physician's certificate to tho effect tbat 
he or she i* free from infectious or nau- 
seous disease, and tuberculosis is espe- 
cially mentioned in the rule. The milk 
is strained and ccmrifugally purified am: 
must be thoroughly cooled before it is 
served to the customers. If the milk is 
sold in bottles, patent stoppers arc used 
All these requirements have more partic- 
ular reference 
to the milk furnished 


babies. 
There is one thin*; probably 


umro important than any other in Ibis 
connection, and that is in the matter of 
food. Cows which jrive Hie milk used ii 
nourishiiiK babies are Riven only dry food 
such a* hay and meal, and they are uovoi 
nllnwoil to'smse on pastures. They mus 
be kept in tbr stables, and in this way the 
hoalthk-si and purest milk possible ^ is 
served to tho infants of the country.'*—

Goodwin conducts 
a small retail trade with the sailors 
and marines at the navy yard and 
deals in all kinds of small wares 
needed by the naval men.

articles and the goods recovered in- 
clude about all that was taken.

Washington, Oct. 24.—It is expect- 


ed that the census committees of both 
houses of congress at the cpming ses- 
sion will consider legislation looking 
to the establishment of a permanent 
census bureau. This action has been 
agitated for several years and the 
movement will be renewed this ses- 
sion. It is claimed, at the census of- 
fice that approximately three-quarters 
ot" a million dollars could be saved 
from the cost of the next census if 
the officials could profit by the knowl- 
edge and experience of the present 
census. A quinquiennial manufactur- 
ing census also has been suggested. 
The idea so far as it has taken shape, 
and as it probably will be outlined 
in bills to be introduced in both 
houses, is to provide a census force 
of 100 or 200 people, including as far 
as possible experts in each important 
branch of inquiry. Director Merriam 
today estimated that the total popula- 
tion of the 
United States, including 


the new possessions in 1910 would 
be about 100,000,000 people. The work 
of the present census is progressing 
rapidly and the first volume of the re- 
port and the population of the United 
States will be out in December and 
the final report by July next. The 
principal reports, it is claimed, aro 
being gotten out over three years in 
advance of the usual time.
